A nother test of m ea suring the ef­ 
ficiency of dilatation or constriction 
of the sm a ll blood vessels Is called 
the “ cold presser test” .

In these patients, 
the sweat test shows that sweating 
occurs only on certain small areas of 
the skin surface, and this Is undoubt- 
edly associated with irregular dila- 
tion of the blood vessels of the body 
surface.
